NATURE  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  district  is  essentially  agricultural  in 
character  and  many  of  the  local  industries  are  of  this 
nature,  which  include  the  manufactirre  of  anime.1  feeding 
stuffs,  cheese  making,  broiler  chicken  production  and 
processing,  together  vd.th  the  slaughter  of  animals  for 
’export’  meat. 

In  addition,  glove  making,  the  manufactiare  of 
ready  mixed  concrete  and  the  manufacture  of  caravans  are 
local  industries. 

During  the  year,  further  efforts  have  been  made 
to  attract  nev/  industry  into  the  district. 


C.  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT 
which  are  not  the  responsibility  of  the  District  Council, 


Hospital  coverage  for  the  district  is  shared  by 
the  Yeatman  Hospital  at  Sherborne,  the  Dorset  County 
Hospital  (both  of  the  West  Dorset  Hospital  G-roup),  together 
vrith  the  Blandford  Hospital  and  the  Poole  General  Hospital 
(of  the  Bournemouth  and  East  Dorset  Hospital  Group)  of  the 
7/essex  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


L/iBORIfTORY  SERVICES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  once 
again  proved  co-operative,  helpful  and  efficient. 


GENERAL  MEDICAL  PRACTITIONER,  QPTHALMIC  iiND  PHARNiACEUTICAL 
SERVICES 


These  are  administered  locally  by  the  Dorset 
Executive  Committee. 


COmTY  COUNCIL  SERVICES 

The  personal  preventive  hea,lth  services  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

They  comprise,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
cliildren,  maternity)-,  school  health,  prophylactic  innocu- 
lation,  home  nursing,  mental  health,  the  ambulance  service, 
the  care  and  after  care  of  the  tuberculous,  blind  and 
handicapped,  health  educa.tion,  the  domestic  help  seivice 
and  the  ivelfare  of  the  aged. 


DOIvIESTIC  HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

The  assistance  provided  by  the  domestic  home 
help  service  is  of  such  incalculable  benefit  to  the  needy 
old  people,  that  it  is  difficult  to  re-call  how  these 
people  managed  before  this  service  v/as  instituted. 

But  for  this  service,  on  which  increasing  demands 
are  being  made,  many  old  people  v;ould  be  unable  to  survive 
in  their  own  homes. 
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VOLUJJTARY  SERVICES 


Acknovvledgement  must  again  "be  made  to  the 
excellent  voluntary  T;ork  carried  out  in  the  district  hy 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  Sturminster  Voluntary 
Old  People's  Welfare  Committee,  the  Sturminster  Silver 
Thread  Club,  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  W.R.V.S, 

The  latter  provides  a  meals-on-v;heels  service, 
from  vjhich  sixty  old  people  benefitted  compared  with 
twenty-eight  during  the  preceding  year. 

This  is  a  most  valuable  service.  Not  only  are 
the  meals  appreciated  by  the  old  people,  but  even  more 
(one  sometimes  thinks)  are  the  tv/ice  weekly  visits  by 
helpers  v/ho  take  the  meals  around.

The  small  parishes  of  Stoke  Wake  and  Woodland 
have  their  own  private  supplies. 


Some  houses  in  Belchalv/ell  and  G-lanvilles 
Wootton  derived  their  v/ater  from  private  supplies. 


Samples  taken  dioring  the  year  from  the  private 
supplies  indicate  that  they  are,  in  the  main,  satisfactory, 
although  a  fair  numher  of  unsatisfactory  and  suspect 
samples  were  taken  at  Stoke  Hake.  In  this  parish,  the 
\7ater  supply  was  interrupted  on  a  number  of  occasions. 

To  guard  against  the  effects  of  this,  the  Council 
installed  extra  storage  tanlcs  in  the  roofs  of  the  foiir 
council  houses  at  Kent  View. 


The  samples  taken  from  a  cottage  at  Ibberton 
were  from  a  shallow  well  serving  the  cottage  and  no  other 
property.

DRAIM&E  AlID  SE1?EPJIGE 

All  the  major  parishes  have  got  sewerage  schemes. 
The  only  serious  nuisance  existing  due  to  the  lack  of  such 
a  scheme  is  in  the  Moorside  district  of  Marnhull. 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared,  nliich  it  is  hoped 
will  be  proceeded  ?7ith  dixring  the  current  year  to 
eliminate  the  surcharging  of  sewers  by  surface  water 
in  the  Pill\7oll  area  of  Marnhull  and  to  cope  with  the 
additional  load  created  by  the  new  housing  development 
in  the  district. 


The  cesspool  emptying  service  provided  by  the 
Council  under  Section  76  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
operated  by  contract,  has  continued  to  operate  reasonably 
satisfactorily. 

In  an  attempt  to  overcome  the  difficulties  and 
indiscriminate  disposal  of  cessjDool  contents  the  Council 
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gave  authority  for  tho  o2A  rofiise  tip  at  Pifehead  Neviilf^ 
to  be  used  for  the  disposal  of  the  oon-bontf?  of  all  coas- 
pools  emptied  in  the  district,  including  the  tanks  at 
slaughterhouses. 

Tixis  experiment  will  be  continued  as  long  as 
there  is  no  nuisance  arising  from  this  disposal,  and  if 
it  can  in  fact  continue  indefinitely,  it  vdll  make  a 
valuable  contribution  towards  the  control  of  the  disposal 
of  cesspool  contents  and  should  m.ake  some  marked  contri¬ 
bution  in  the  animal  health  field. 


PUBLIC  CLEAIISING- 


A  fortnightly  curbside  collection  (with  a  v/eekly 
trade  refuse  collection  in  Sturminster  Nevrton)  has  conti¬ 
nued  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  a  new  Packamatic  20  reo,r-loading 
vehicle  was  brought  into  service  and  this  has  resulted  in 
a  useful  saving  in  mileage  on  the  collection  rounds.  The 
vehicle  has  been  fitted  with  hot  water  facilities  for  the 
men  to  wash  their  hands  and  paper  towels  vriLth  interleaved 
soap  are  also  provided.  The  vehdclo  is  more  efficient  to 
load  and  the  men  find  it  much  better  to  work  vdth  than  the 
old  side-loader  type. 

There  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  amount  of 
refuse  collected,  due  to  the  increased  use  of  packaging 
materials  and  to  the  new  houses  v;hich  are  continually  being 
built.  This  trend  is  likely  to  continue  and  to  increase 
in  the  near  future. 

The  new  refuse  tip  at  Conygar  Coppice  has  been 
brought  into  use  and  it  has  been  found  possible  to  tip 
all  the  refuse  from  the  concrete  hard  standing.  This 
has  made  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  v/car  and  tear 
on  the  lorries,  in  particular,  much  reduced  tyre  wear. 

It  has  also  meant  that  the  men  do  not  have  to  \7alk  about 
on  the  muddy  refuse  tip  and  v^aste  their  time  towing  a 
vehicle  when  it  gets  stuck.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  to  continue  this  by  the  construction  of  a  concrete 
retaining  V7all  at  the  tipping  face. 

All  the  refuse  is  now  moved  by  the  small  tractor 
and  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  before  long  to 
providing  a  more  robust  machine  for  this  p\irposo,  ¥e 
o.re  still  not  able  to  cover  the  refuse  as  well  or  as 
frequently  a,s  is  desirable,  but  there  has,  neverthe¬ 
less,  been  an  improvement  in  the  disposal  method. 


4d,  has  been  received  during  the  year 
for  the  sale  of  mainly  scrap  metals  and  rags. 

No  paper  salvage  has  been  sold,  but  the  salvage 
of  paper  has  been  continued  and  it  is  hoped  to  dispose 
of  this  in  large  quantities  at  less  frequent  intervals.

IThen  notification  of  this  infection  is  received 
from  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  enquiries  are  made 
at  the  farm  so  that  appropriate  advice  can  be  given  to 
prevent  the  spread  to  members  of  the  farm  v;orkers'  families 
or  the  general  public,  through  the  milk  supply. 

Unfortunately,  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  all 
instances  come  to  notice  as  there  is  no  statutoiy  duty 
placed  on  a  farmer  or  private  veterinary  surgeon  to  notify 
such  outbreaks  amongst  farm  animals,  either  to  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  or  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Food  Inspection 

T\Tenty-nine  samples  of  meat  or  meat  products 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which 
gave  satisfactory  results. 

Thirty-eight  swabbings  of  equipment  were  carried 
out,  all  of  which  gave  satisfactory  samples. 
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These  results  are  most  satisfactory.  The  spot 
swathing  of  equipment,  first  started  four  years  ago,  may 
well  have  resulted  in  greater  care  being  given  to  such 
equipment. 


T/hen  one  considers  the  nature  of  kna,cker  meat 
and  the  conditions  under  which  it  is  cut  up,  it  is 
surprising  to  note  that  of  the  27  samples  submitted  for 
bacterological  examination  only  one  gave  an  unsatisfactory 
result.
